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1 . Claims 30-33 are presented for examination, and claims 1-29 and 34-36 were 
canceled. 

2. Claims 30-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It is unclear what the applicant means by "the second schedule being generated 
as a function of the first schedule to cause a predetermined probability of failure"? 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 30-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Tarn [U.S. Patent No. 6,622,172]. 

Tarn disclosed the invention substantially as claimed. Taking claims 30 and 33 
as exemplary claims, the reference disclosed a method (e.g., see the abstract, cols. 2- 
3) for exchanging data (two-way transmission of data) between a sender (2) and a 
receiver (6), the method comprising: 

a) generating a first schedule (breaking up information into packets of data 
before transmitting), see abstract) at the sender for sending data to the receiver; 

b) generating a second schedule (regulating the frequency of the transmission, 
see the abstract) at the receiver for receiving data from the sender, the second 
schedule being generated as a function (assemble then data packets) of the first 
schedule to cause a predetermined probability of failure (maximum number of data 
packets allowed to transmit); 
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c) upon detecting a failure, generating an event (congestion event, see Fig. 2) at 
the receiver. 

5. As to claim 31 , Tarn disclosed data from the sender not being received at the 
receiver a predetermined number of times (e.g., a time out) constitutes a failure (e.g., 
see col. 2, line 55, to col. 3, line 8). 

6. As to claim 32, Tarn disclosed the step of generating a second schedule includes 
establishing at least one expectation window (window size) for receiving data from the 
sender (e.g., see the abstract, cols. 2, 3 and 5). 

7. Tarn did not explicitly mention the term first schedule and second schedule, since 
the claims are given their broadest interpretation, the examiner broadly interprets that "a 
first schedule "would have been obviously similar to the language of "breaking up 
information into packets of data before transmitting), and "a second schedule" would 
have been obviously similar to the language of "regulating the frequency of the 
transmission". 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

The references are cited in the Form PTO-892 for the applicant's review.
